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DETAILED ACTION 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 101 

1. 35 U.S.C. 101 reads as follows: 

Whoever invents or discovers any new and useful process, machine, manufacture, or composition of 
matter, or any new and useful improvement thereof, may obtain a patent therefor, subject to the 
conditions and requirements of this title. 

Claims 9-10, 12-18, 20-25 and 27-35 are directed to non-statutory subject matter. 

As per independent claims 9 and 27, the applicant has claimed a system 
comprising logic for performing specific functions. A system of nothing but logic is at 
best, software per se. The system as claims also covers non-functional descriptive 
material since the logic claimed is not even claimed to be in executable form. 

As per independent claims 17 and 28, the applicant has claimed a computer 
program that is merely computer code, which is considered to be subject matter which 
is non-statutory. 

As per independent claims 25 and 29, the applicant has claimed system 
comprising "means for...", which when interpreted in light of the specification, is nothing 
more than software for performing the steps recited, and therefore parallels the 
reasoning already set forth above with reference to claims 17, 25 and 28-29. 



Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 1-2, 4-8, 26, 30-32 and 34 are allowed. 

As per claims 1-2, 4-8, 26, 30-32 and 34, the prior art of record fails to teach a 
method for collecting information about a user wherein rules about the user reside on a 
client, wherein the rules are obtained in response to request which includes an identifier 
related to the client and information related to rules previously received by the client, 
and wherein a hash table at the client is accessed to determine whether a portion of 
content is available to the user of the client based on information stored on the client, in 
combination with the other claimed features and or limitations as claimed.
